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REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and 


Citizens of Harpswell. 


I herewith submit my third annual report of the schools of 
Harpswell. 


This past year has demonstrated the need of making the report 
of the Superintendent of Schools as much a part of the history 
of the town as it is a report to the people. On numerous occasions 
this past year requests have been made to furnish evidence that 
persons either attended school or taught school in Harpswell on 
or about the turn of the century. Since with a change in superin- 
tendents, or change in districts, records do not keep up with the 
changes, it seems advisable to incorporate as much historical in- 
formation about the schools as is possible into this report that it 
may become a part of the permanent record of the town and 
readily accessible to those who may have need of it. 


For this reason, the names of people teaching in Harpswell for 
the first time, their educational background and experience are 
given. 


At West Harpswell, English and Social Studies, Grades 7 and 
8, Helen Pierce Brown, Home Address, South Harpswell, Maine. 
Mrs. Brown graduated from Colby College with an AB degree in 
1923. She holds a life certificate for secondary schools and has 
taken. graduate courses at Harvard and the University of Maine. 
She taught in Wells, Maine from 1923 - 1926 and in Portland and 
South Portland from 1927 - 1951. 


At Cundy’s Harbor, Grades 2 and 3, Mrs. Margaret Mersereau ‘ 
Borjesson, Home address, Richmond, Maine. Mrs. Borjesson com- 
pleted the two year course at Farmington State Teachers College 
in 1938 and received a B.S. degree from the University of Maine 
in 1953. Mrs. Borjesson had a total of sixteen years experience 
in the schools of Maine before coming to Harpswell. 


At Cranberry Horn School, Grades 6, 7, and 8, Mr. Albert 
Rich, Home address, Lisbon Falls, Maine. Mr. Rich attended 
Eastern Nazarene College from 1947 - 1950. He has taken courses 
toward the completion of work required for his degree from the 


32 


University of Maine. Mr. Rich taught one year at Bowdoin before 
coming to Harpswell. 

At Orr’s Island School, Grades 6, 7, and 8, Mrs. Frances Lane 
Dunn, Home address, Andover, Maine. Mrs. Dunn was graduated 
from the University of New Hampshire with a B.S. degree in 1935 
and had two years teaching experience prior to accepting her 
present position. 

At Orr’s Island, Grades 4 and 5. Mrs. Janice Kimball McLoon. 
Home address, Haverhill, Mass. Mrs. McLoon is a graduate of 
Haverhill High School and earned her B.S. degree from Lesley 
College in 1953. Her previous teaching experience includes one 
year in the public schools of Haverhill and one year in the schools 
of Staten Island, N. Y. and Keansburg, N. J. 

At Bailey Island School, Sub-Primary and Grade 1, Mrs. Pat- 
ticia Hughes Reynolds. Mrs. Reynolds is a graduate of Pipestone, 
Minn. High School, attended the College of St. Catherine for one 
year and received her B. S. degree from the University of South 
Dakota in 1955. Mrs. Reynolds had no teaching experience before 
coming to Bailey Island. 

Harpswell now has a total of thirteen teachers in its schools, 
one being added following Town Meeting last year to relieve 
a seriously overcrowded classroom at West Harpswell. Of 
this total, five teachers are new to the system this year; a turn over 
of 46% in one year. It is a proven fact that the best school systems 
are developed in communities where there is a small or no signifi- 
cant turn over of personnel each year. It is my observation that 
the large turnover in Harpswell must be accompanied by a cause 
or a reason. Without too much thought it can be said that there 
is a critical shortage of teachers and that our teachers have moved 
to better paying positions. However, I can hardly believe that this 
is true in all cases, although it may be true in isolated cases. I 
can say this because figures on comparative salaries, recently pub- 
lished by the Maine Teachers Association, show that salaries in 
Harpswell compare favorably with towns of comparable size 
throughout the State. 

From both reading and from observation I have found the fol- 
lowing reasons for teacher dissatisfaction and I list them in the 
order of their importance: 

1. Working conditions 

2. Teaching multiple grades 
3. Number of pupils in classes 
4. Salaries 


From the above it would appear that the principal deterrents to 
improving the educational system in Harpswell are the physical 
conditions under which the teachers work and the number of 
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grades they may have to teach each day. It would also seem that 
the next step toward improvement of the school system in Harps- 
well rests with the citizens themselves, since it is only by their 
decision that the physical plant or working conditions can be im- 
proved. 

Lest the above statement concerning working conditions and 
multiple grades be construed: to mean that these conditions are 
present in all the schools in Harpswell, I would point out that 
the building at West Harpswell is a far better physical plant than 
any other school in town, and while the problem of multiple 
grades does exist there, there is nothing that we can do economi- 
cally to change this condition, because the number of pupils at- 
tending school there could not justify the change to one grade 
per teacher. 

I do feel however that changes can and should be made in the 
physical plant at this school in the not too distant future, which 
will make for improved education at no greater maintenance 
cost than at present. In short, I believe it would be possible to 
consolidate the North Harpswell and West Harpswell schools 
into a single unit and that the maintenance cost of the new unit 
would be no greater than the cost of maintaining both schools’ at 
the present time, yet we would have a plant where both teachers 
and pupils could enjoy and use an improved physical plant. 

I should like to thank all those persons actively interested in 
improving the educational facilities in Harpswell for their help. 
Their interest and efforts are both heartening and appreciated. I 
would thank, too, the members of the superintending school com- 
mittee for their help this past year. Their interest has been keen 
and their help invaluable. Harpswell is most fortunate to have 
such a fine committee.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and 


Citizens of Harpswell. 


I submit herewith my fourth annual report on the schools of 


Harpswell. 
New teachers in the schools of Harpswell this year include: 


Mrs. Olive Weed - Grades 2 and 3 at Cundy’s Harbor, home 
address, Richmond, Maine. Mrs. Weed is a graduate of the two 
year course at Washington State Teachers College and holds a 
degree from Boston University. Mrs. Weed has had a total of 
nine years teaching experience prior to teaching at Cundy’s Har- 
bor, the last three of which were in Richmond, Maine. 


Mrs. Helen Joy - Sub-Primary and Grade 1 at Bailey Island, 
home address, Topsham, Maine. Mrs. Joy is a two year graduate 
of the Kindergarten and Primary Course of Wheelock College in 
Boston and has taken courses at Gorham State Teachers College. 
She taught one year in Richmond, Maine prior to teaching at 
Bailey Island. 


Miss Edith Greene - Grades 4 and 5 at Orr’s Island, home ad- 
dress, Bailey Island, Maine. Miss Greene holds a degree from 
Boston Teachers College and has taken courses at Hillyer College 
and University of Maine. Miss Greene has had a total of twelve 
years teaching experience in the schools of Boston, Mass. and 
Connecticut prior to teaching at Orr’s Island. Miss Greene will 
be remembered as a teacher at the Bailey Island School two years 
ago. 


Miss Agnes Ford - Grades 6, 7 and 8 at Orr’s Island, home 
address, Bailey Island, Maine. Miss Ford holds a degree from 
State Teachers College, East Stroudsburg, Pa. and has taken 
courses at Columbia University, Misericordia College, Hillyer Col- 
lege and University of Maine. Miss Ford taught in the public 
schools of Reading Pa. for fifteen years prior to coming to Maine. 
Miss Ford has also taught in Connecticut and for one year at the 
Cranberry Horn School in Harpswell prior to teaching at the 
Orr’s Island School. 


on 


Harpswell has a total of thirteen teachers and provision is 
being made for an additional teacher for the opening of school 
next fall. This additional teacher and the opening of the new 
school will permit, for the first time, I believe, a teacher to have 
a single grade in the schools of Harpswell. To be sure, this prac- 
tice will occur only i Grade four through Grade eight in the 
new building, but it is such a radical change that I feel that it 
should be pointed out. I realize that numbers of pupils and money 
are necessary to effect such a change throughout all schools in 
town yet it is a goal toward which we should be moving as 


rapidly as the numbers of children and money will permit us to 
do it. 


Last spring, your superintendent and the school officials in 
Brunswick discussed at length the possibility of an area workshop 
for all the teachers in this union and in Brunswick. It was pointed 
out that since the great majority of pupils in this area eventually 
matriculate at Brunswick High School that much good could 
come of such a workshop if all the teachers could discuss the 
problems of the several schools in terms of what might be ex- 
pected of the pupils attending them when they came to Bruns- 
wick High School. It was also pointed out that if a common 
course of study were used by all the schools in this area a degree 
of uniformity in subject matter would result, at least to the 
extent, that certain fundamentals would have been taught at 
particular grade levels and that a minimum of confusion and 
adjustment would result whenever a pupil either changed schools 
within the area or entered high school. 


Many favorable comments from the teachers in the area have 
been heard together with requests that further study and eval- 
uation be carried on in future workshops. 


In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the superintending 
school committee for their loyal and unfailing help, and to all 
interested citizens who by their untiring efforts have made pos- 
sible the building of a new school in Harpswell.
